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Drug-raid 
wine shop

A WEST Bromwich wine 
merchants has had its 
licence suspended after 
around £100,000 worth of 
drugs was seized there 
during during a police raid. 

Officers swooped on Hill 
Top Wines and recovered 
lkg of cocaine, 1kg of 
cannabis and pills and a 
large number of tablets 
believed to be ecstasy. 

At a licensing review on 
Tuesday Sandwell Council 
chiefs decided to suspend 
the premises licence while 
further investigations take 
place. 

Police raided the shop and 
the flat above after receiving 
calls from members of the 
community and executed 
the drugs warrant on Thurs¬ 
day, July 12. 

A 29-year-old man was 
arrested on suspicion of pos¬ 
session of class A drugs with 
intent to supply. 

Chairman of the licensing 
committee, Councillor Peter 
Allen, said: “We were satis¬ 
fied that the evidence pre¬ 
sented to us by the police 
was sufficient for us to 
suspend the licence. 

“A full licence review for 
the premises will take place 
on August 16.” 

Inspector Akeel Najib said 
found drugs in various parts 
of the property. 

He said: “We were very 
pleased with the outcome of 
this raid, and we are pleased 
we could act on intelligence 
which passed on to us from 
the community.”

Parents’ delight over hospital tests for rare birth disorder 


THE parents of two children who have 
one of the rarest genetic conditions in 
the world are thrilled that Birming¬ 
ham Children’s hospital will test new¬ 
borns for the disorder as part of a pilot 
study. 

Rebekah Youlden and Arron Harvey, 
from Wednesbury, were horrified when 
their sixth child Noah, now four, suf¬ 
fered a series of inexplicable seizures 
when he was 10 months old. 

It was later discovered he had the 
Rebekah Youlden and Arron Harvey with Noah and Ruby rare condition, Glutaric Aciduria Type 



1 - a disorder affecting only one in two 
million children. Sadly, Noah was left 
with permanent brain damage. Their 
seventh child, Ruby who is now aged 
two was also born with the condition. 

The couple have spent years cam¬ 
paigning for hospitals to test for the 
condition at birth, as they believe their 
son’s life would have been different if 
he had been diagnosed like Ruby. 

Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
has now announced it is taking part in 
a pilot study which will see thousands 


of babies across the West Midlands 
tested for five rare conditions. 

Ms Youlden, aged 33, said she was 
delighted. She said: “If it stops one 
other family going through what we 
went through, well that makes all the 
difference. 

“We are just hoping they will keep it 
going after the pilot study, and keep 
testing babies. Noah is a lovely little 
boy who always has a smile on his face 
but people find it hard to believe that 
he and Ruby have the same disease.” 


HIGH PRICE FOR 
PARKIHG FIHES 


THE cost of administering fines for on 
street parking in Sandwell has been 
defended after it emerged the council 
had a deficit of more than £50,000 in a 
single year. 

More than 4,500 car parking fines were can¬ 
celled or written-off by by the local authority in 
a single year, figures have revealed. 


The council generated 
£1.835m in income, but 
spent £1.887m meaning 
it was left with a deficit of 
more than £51,000. 

However, the borough’s 
neighbourhoods boss Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Jones defended the 
deficit saying the collection 
of fines was “not a money 
making exercise”. 

The borough council col¬ 
lected just three quarters of 
penalty charge notices for on 
street parking between 
April 1 2010 and March 31 
2011, figures released under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act show. 

Cancelled 

The figures reveal that in 
the 12 month period the 
council issued 25,056 
penalty charge notices of 
which 18,171 were paid - 
75.52 per cent. 

Almost a fifth - 18.27 per 
cent were cancelled or 
written off - a total of 4,580, 
while 308 were unpaid.

these written off would be 
blue badge holders or people

He added: “The difficul¬ 
ties that we have is that this

have addressed those issues. 

“This isn’t about a money 
making exercise, it is all 
about appropriateness of 
parking.”

Council tenants want say on homes transfer

TENANTS fear they are not being 
properly consulted on plans to take 
over the running of council homes in 
Sandwell.

However, representatives from six 
borough housing service panels, which rep¬ 
resent the views of tenants, argue they are 
not being consulted on the plans properly. 

In a letter to Housing Minister Grant 
Shapps, they also say that the council is dis¬ 


regarding government guidance. Joan 
White, vice-chair of Oldbury housing panel, 
said on behalf of the chairs and vice-chairs 
of the panels that they were being kept in 
the dark. 

She said in the letter, which had been 
signed by representatives of the panels, that 
“tenants have not been involved in any 
option appraisal” 

It adds: “In fact at a meeting on May 15, 
2012 the cabinet member for housing admit¬ 
ted to the company board and the tenant 
scrutiny board that he was unaware of the 


Department for Communities and Local 
Government guidance.” 

The letter criticises the independent 
advisers, DWA, which has been appointed to 
advise both the council and tenants on the 
process and states that “there has been a 
total breakdown of trust between DWA and 
us”. 

Disappointed 

The letter expresses the fear that the 
£4million savings the council expects to 
make by this move will see services reduced. 

It ends: “All we ask is a fair consultation.” 


Sandwell Council’s housing boss Council¬ 
lor Simon Hackett said he was disappointed 
that the representatives of the housing 
service panels have not waited for the first 
draft of the report from DWA before contact¬ 
ing the housing minister. 

He said: “Until the council has received 
the report it is difficult to comment on the 
issues raised other than to say that the 
majority of them have already been raised 
during the consultation process. 

“I will make a full statement once the 
report has been received by the council.”

Runner puts shoes through their paces 


A MIDDLE-DISTANCE Tipton 
Harriers runner has been helping 
researchers examine how a more 
aerodynamic running shoe could 
give an athlete a competitive advan¬ 
tage. 

Ellis Sabin, 16, helped a Birming¬ 
ham City University team examine 
running shoes 

Professor Robert Ashford, Direc¬ 
tor of Postgraduate Research 


Degrees at the university’s Faculty 
of Health, examined the drag on 
models of middle to long distance 
running shoes in a series of wind 
tunnel tests. 

The ground-breaking work has 
been published in the International 
Journal of Sports Science and Engi¬ 
neering. 

Shoes tested were a Nike Zoom, 
Nike Free, Nike 100km and a 


ReebokDMXRIDE. The researchers 
concluded that the aerodynamics of 
a running shoe could affect a 
runner’s performance. 

According to Professor Ashford 
shoes that simulate the texture of a 
golf ball, featuring “dimples”, did 
well in the tests and proved to 
support better aerodynamic per¬ 
formance. 

Until now, say the research 


authors, the sports shoe industry 
has focused much more on the aes¬ 
thetic appeal of running shoes 
rather than their aerodynamic qual¬ 
ities. 

With manufacturers expressing 
strong interest in the research, Pro¬ 
fessor Ashford expects the design of 
running shoes to change accordingly 
in time for the next Olympic Games. 


£240k from builders 

to pay for new homes 


ALMOST a quarter of a million pounds from 
developers will be used to build homes in 
Sandwell.

£100,000 from section 106 
funds - money which devel¬ 
opers have to pay towards 
community projects - to 
build 36 houses in Carnegie 
Road, Rowley Regis, and 
£40,000 to help build 11 
homes in Old Meeting Street 
and Sussex Avenue, both 
West Bromwich. 

A further £100,000 will be 
allocated so that 13 apart¬ 
ments on the Mitchells 
Brook site - the former Cape 
hill Brewery site in Smeth¬ 
wick - can be rented cheaply. 

Benefit 

As of June 7, there were 
12,983 people on the 
council’s housing register 
seeking affordable homes. 

Section 106 agreements 
are where developers are 
made to pay around one per 
cent of the cost of their 
scheme towards something 
that would benefit the com¬ 
munity. The homes in West 


Bromwich include seven 
two-bedroom bungalows 
and four two-bedroom 
apartments. 

The total development 
costs are £1,258,855. 

The rest of the cash has 
come from Bromford 
Housing Group and the 
Department of Health. 

A report that will be con¬ 
sidered by councillors said: 
“The bungalows and flats 
will provide people with 
learning disabilities inde¬ 
pendent living, as opposed to 
living in residential care.” 

The 36 homes in Rowley 
Regis are made up of 16 two- 
bedroom houses, 14 three- 
bedroom house and six 
four-bedroom houses. 

The cash provided in 
Smethwick will be used as a 
capital contribution towards 
the provision of 13 two- 
bedroom apartments for 
renting. 


Violence-threat mobile 
phone robber locked up 

A TEENAGER who intimidated three pupils into handing 
over their mobile phones during a robbery is behind bars. 

Dylan Coffin, who threatened to beat up his victims, was 
sentenced to two years in a young offenders institution. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard Coffin, aged 18, 
approached the boys as they were playing football in Bury 
Hill Park, Oldbury. Mr David Lees, prosecuting, said he 
threatened the boys with violence and told them he had 
friends who would “come down” to inflict harm. The were 
so scared they handed over their mobiles. 

Police were notified and they arrested Coffin in the 
library at Oldbury and officers recovered all the mobiles 
from the toilet. Coffin, of Dingle Street, admitted three 
charges of robbery.

Dog attacks drop but posties are still at risk 


DOZENS of postmen and women are being 
attacked by dogs as they make their rounds 
in the region including Sandwell, but the 
number of incidents is falling sharply in 
some areas, new figures reveal. 

Bosses at Royal Mail say too many of their 
workers are still getting hurt and dog 
owners need to take more responsibility. 

A total of 139 reports were made in the 
Black Country, Staffordshire and Birming¬ 
ham between April 2011 and 2012. 

The number of attacks in the WV post¬ 
code, which covers Wolverhampton, has 
dropped by 52 per cent to eight, while there 
was a 0.4 increase to 44 in the ST postcode 


area covering Stafford and Stoke-on-Trent. 

There were 14 in the WS area which 
covers Cannock and Walsall, representing a 
36 per cent decrease, and 56 in the B post¬ 
code which covers Birmingham and 
Sandwell, which is a 10 per cent drop from 
the previous 12 months. 

In the Dudley and Kidderminster post¬ 
code area, 17 posties were hurt, a fall of 15 
per cent. 

The Royal Mail and the Communication 
Workers Union warned that attacks usually 
increase in the summer months. 

There were 3,100 attacks nationwide, 
down by 14 per cent on the previous year fol¬ 


lowing a £100,000 awareness campaign by 
the Royal Mail. 

Darren Thain, safety director for Royal 
Mail in Dudley, said: “Clearly most dogs are 
not inherently dangerous. However, even 
the most placid animal can be prone to 
attack if it feels its territory is threatened. 

Risk 

“We would like to express our thanks to 
our customers for working with us to help 
reduce the number of attacks, now we want 
to reduce this number further as there are 
still too many attacks taking place. 


“Our first priority as an employer is to 
ensure the safety of our people. We have 
spent over £100,000 on awareness cam¬ 
paigns and equipment to help reduce the 
risk of injury. 

“However, even just being threatened by 
an unrestrained pet is frightening situation 
for our delivery staff and we would appeal to 
owners to keep their pets under control.” 

Meanwhile the Royal Mail is trialling a 
device to map the location of homes and 
businesses in a move which could improve 
satellite navigation systems in cars. It will 
be rolled out later in the year if successful.

celebrate 

results 

TEACHERS in Sandwell are 
celebrating after pupils 
achieved their school’s best 
ever SATs results. 

Of 55 pupils sitting exams 
at Blacldieath Primary, 51 
per cent got level five in 
reading while 96 per cent got 
level four. This compares 
with just 43 per cent at level 
five and 90 per cent in level 
four last year. 

In writing, two per cent of 
the 11-year-olds achieved 
level six, while 15 per cent 
achieved level five and 80 
per cent level four. 

This was a rise from the 
year previously when just 39 
per cent achieved level five 
and 67 per cent achieved 
level four. 

In maths, seven per cent 
achieved level six, while 42 
per cent achieved level five 
and 91 per cent achieved 
level four. This compares 
with just 39 per cent at level 
five and 78 per cent at level 
four in 2011. 

The exams were taken at 
the Britannia Road school in 
May. Headteacher Lesley 
King said: “We are over the 
moon.” 


Councillor Bob Badham, 
states: “The school is a one 
form entry infant school but 
has insufficient capacity to 
expand to a one form entry 
primary school. An exten¬ 
sion to the existing building 
is only possible with the 
inclusion of additional 
land.” 

It is hoped the addition of 
land will give the school 
enough space for three extra 
classrooms, and enable it to 
become a one form entry 
primary school. 

Council officers say the 
plan would also benefit the 
bereavement service, as it 
would provide a more 
“regular layout” for a burial 
ground within the cemetery.

If the plans are approved 
by Councillor Badham, a 
separate application will be 
made for the extension.

RUBBISH bags have not been 
collected from an area of West 
Bromwich for three months, 
leaving the area infested with 
rats, maggots and flies, residents 
have claimed.

19 properties. Resident Tony Hooper said 
the situation is now “beyond a joke” and 
called on the council to collect the waste. 

Father-of-three Mr Hooper, aged 31, said 
Serco, responsible for carrying out collec¬ 
tions in the borough have failed to collect 
rubbish since April. 

Mr Hooper, a carer, who has lived at the 
property for two-and-a-half years with 
partner Leanne Vincent, 24, said: “The last 
time it was collected was three months ago. 

“I have had pest control come round and 
we have got rats. At first they said it was 
because we don’t have wheelie bins, so we 
ordered the wheelie bins and they are sup¬ 
posed to collect the rubbish every week and 
then they stopped and nobody came. 

“They said put the bins on the front car 
park and they were there for three weeks 
and nobody took them so we took them out 
the back to get them out of the way.”

He added: “We have got maggots in the 
bins, flies everywhere, you can’t even open 
a window because there are flies coming in. 

“There are rats just running about and 
the smell just stinks. It’s really bad that the 
collections aren’t being carried out. It is 
beyond a joke.” 

Cabinet member for neighbourhood serv¬ 
ices Councillor Ian Jones said the site has 
since been cleared. 

He added: “Unfortunately, there also 
appears to be an issue with fly tipping which 
has significantly added to the problems.

Family’s anger over £20k 
cost for damage to roof 


A FAMILY will have to find 
£20,000 to repair a collapsed 
roof after insurance bosses 
said they were not covered - 
partly because the wind at 
the time was not strong 
enough. 

Nigel and Tina Botfield, from 
Wednesbury, thought repair costs 
would be paid for by their Direct Line 
home insurance but they have now 
been told they will not receive a penny. 

The company says this is because 
the roof was structurally unsound at 
the time and that the wind was only 
blowing at speeds of up to 25mph - 
about half of what it needs to be classi¬ 
fied as storm damage. 

The couple are contacting banks to 
see if they can get a loan but now feel 
they might have to sell their home. 

“We’re gutted, upset; words can’t 
describe how we are feeling,” said 
mother-of-three Mrs Botfield, aged 41. 

“We are totally defeated. We have 
told the children we will sort it but 
how, we don’t know.” 

Mr and Mrs Botfield were awoken by 
the sound of their roof caving in at 6am 
on June 15 and were forced to flee as 
bricks fell onto Rooth Street as the 
gable end gave way. 

Loss assessors had suggested the 
insurance might not be valid last

“We’ve been insured with Direct 
Line since we moved in three years ago 
and we feel very let down,” she added.

Hot meal 
axe plan 
gives fear 
to elderly 


A PENSIONER has spoken 
of her fears over plans to axe 
hot meals on wheels. 

Sandwell Council’s adult 
social care committee has 
agreed to begin a consulta¬ 
tion into proposals for a 
shake-up of the service that 
would see all meals delivered 
frozen and reheated at the 
resident’s home. 

But the plans have con¬ 
cerned a number of elderly 
and vulnerable people in the 
borough, including 83-year- 
old Dorothy Shuker. 

She is worried about resi¬ 
dents with dementia and 
those who do not have a 
cooker or microwave to heat 
up the dinners. 

Delivery 

“We are all very worried 
about these changes because 
we rely on the meals,” said 
Miss Shuker, who has lived 
in Osborne Road, West 
Bromwich, for 76 years. 

Miss Shucker is one of 
about 119 people who is cur¬ 
rently in receipt of hot meals 
in Sandwell per week. 

The council is considering 
the plan because it needs to 
save £75 million by 2015. 

The council says the 
number of people using the 
hot food delivery service has 
declined recently. 

A hot meal costs £7.77, but 
a frozen meal costs just 
£3.17. 

Councillor Ann Jaron, 
who sits on the adult social 
care committee, said: “We 
have to find ways to make 
savings.”

When tree fellers had 
Jills to do the lumbering 


THEY came to Staffordshire 
to fell trees for vital timber in 
the Second World War, some 
of them still teenagers away 
from home for the first time. 

Just like Jack in the children’s 
nursery rhyme had his Jill, so the lum¬ 
berjacks of Cannock Forest had their 
lumberjills to take over their work 
when they were called to fight at the 
Front. 

Now the search is on to find women 
who worked in Staffordshire’s wood¬ 
lands during the 1939-45 conflict. The 
little-known lumberjills made a crucial 
contribution supplying timber for use 
as pit props and aircraft manufacture, 
and even in bomb-making. 

At its peak, the Women’s Timber 
Corps, set up 70 years ago, had about 
8,000 members, young women who 
were billeted with families or in camps. 

They felled and planted trees, meas-

ured them and drove tractors. 
Members of the WTC, an off-shoot of 
the Land Army, wore distinctive green 
uniforms and had their own beret 
badge featuring a conifer tree. 

Today there are still lumberjills but 
these days machinery does much of the 
heavy work. Jason MacLean, of the 
Forestry Commission, which has 
launched the lumberjill search, said: 
“It was tough work back then as every 
tree had to be cut down by hand. 

“Even in wartime the women per¬ 
forming this work could cut down 30 
trees using a two-hander cross saw if 
they became very proficient. They 
really blazed a trail for the women who 
came after them.” 

Modern-day lumberjill Jacqui Black¬ 
ford, based at Birches Valley on 
Cannock, Chase does not chop down 
trees but is involved in the important 
work of introducing schoolchildren to 


the forest and helping to educate them 
about this special environment. 

Her female colleagues are involved 
in planning, planting, design and man¬ 
agement of the forest and many can 
use a chainsaw if required. 

The 49-year-old former veterinary 
nurse said: “I’ve always been an 
outdoor girl, and it’s nice now to have 
the forest as your office or classroom. 

“Education has become an impor¬ 
tant part of our work.” 

The Forestry Commission say many 
women from the region must have 
served as lumberjills in the war but 
very little is known about where they 
were posted locally. Possible postings 
could have included Cannock Forest.

Overgroim canal nature 
trail to get big makeover 


A SANDWELL nature trail which is 
a magnet for anti-social behav¬ 
iour is to get a £20,000 makeover. 

The Canal and River Trust, which was for¬ 
merly British Waterways, intends to trans¬ 
form the Galton Valley Nature Trail, 
Smethwick. 

The aim is to create a haven for wildlife 
and also a visitor attraction. The trail was 
created between the Old Main Line and New 
Main Line canals from Brasshouse Lane 
Bridge to Telford Way Bridge. 

It was once a special place for spotting 
wildlife and enjoying leisure activities but it 
has now become overgrown and the path has 
fallen into disrepair. 

Rather than attracting visitors, it has 
become a target for anti-social behaviour. 

The trail is a 20-minute walk with the 
option of a longer, more scenic route taking 
in both canals and a number of points of 
interest including bridges, coal shutes and 
old pumping stations. The area is a haven 
for wildlife including sparrow hawks, 
kestrels and pipistrelle bats. 

Mike Blades, volunteer leader at the trust, 
said: “We have now decided to re-invigorate 
the trail and surrounding area. We are con¬ 
tacting local organisations for their support 
and would like to involve the local commu¬ 
nity at all stages.” 

The work would include clearing paths, 
installing new nesting boxes, creating reed 
beds and habitats for indigenous species and 
installing new signage. The trust plans to 
install interpretation boards and maps and 
additional benches. It is in the process of 
raising the last £5,000 towards the project.

£750k Government grant 
will make school warmer 


HUNDREDS of windows are 
to be replaced at a Sandwell 
school after it secured a 
£750,000 government grant. 

Wood Green Academy applied success¬ 
fully for the cash from the Department 
for Education. The money will also be 
used to replace a small number of oil 
boilers with gas ones. 

Many of the Wednesbury school’s 
metal-framed windows are single pane 
and date back to the 1930s when the 


building opened. But these will now be 
replaced with modern double-glazed 
windows with improved surrounds. 

The move is expected to cut the 
school’s heating costs “significantly”. 

Headteacher Pank Patel said: “We 
are very pleased. The new windows will 
be of a better quality and, along with 
the boilers, will give us a more insu¬ 
lated, energy efficient building with 
lower costs. 

“We expect the changes will signifi¬ 
cantly lower the cost of our heating bills 


and we will use the money we save to 
invest in education.” 

Wood Green Academy was one of the 
schools to lose out when the Coalition 
government axed Labour’s Building 
Schools for the Future Scheme. 

Programme 

But it has received more than £1 
million in Government grants in the 
last two years. 

Last year it replaced some flat roofs 
after securing a £330,000 grant. 


“The work is part of our continuing 
improvement programme,” said Mr 
Patel. He said the boilers were being 
replaced because the old ones were inef¬ 
ficient. 

The work should take place over the 
next year. 

Sandwell’s schools boss Councillor 
Bob Badham, said he was pleased with 
the news, but stressed there were other 
schools in the borough that were 
equally worthy of funding. 


All change for 
centre buses 

PASSENGERS have been getting to 
grips with major changes to bus 
routes in Birmingham city centre 
this week. And the city’s oldest taxi 
rank, the Gardens below the ramp off 
New Street is moving to nearby Ben¬ 
netts Hill after 160 years at the site. 

Corporation Street’s 10 bus stops 
have now been relocated, paving the 
way for work on the Metro tram 
extension linking Snow Hill Station 
to New Street Station, which itself is 
undergoing the £600 million 
Gateway rebuild. 

The tram extension, which along 
with the Gateway project is due for 
completion in 2015. The reorganisa¬ 
tion of the buses, which include 
routes to the Black Country, will see 
stops located at six interchanges.

Council acts to silence 
the noisy neighbours 


MORE than 1,100 noise com¬ 
plaints were made in Sandwell in 
a single year, with nuisance 
neighbours responsible for nearly 
a fifth of problems. 

The council received 1,134 complaints in 
the past financial year, which ran until 
April. A total of 194 nuisance neighbours 
were served with written warnings after 
complaints from fellow residents. The 
figure included warnings for owners of 
noisy pets. Consistent problems even led 
environmental health officers to serve two 
residents with abatement notices. 

The warnings tell people noise levels are 
so bad that it amounts to breaking civil law. 
Those receiving the notices face restrictions 
on when they can make noise, and can even 
be told not to make any at all. 

If problems persist, people face civil court 
action. In both cases, there was no further 
action taken through the courts. 

Authority chiefs say they will step in 
when concerns are raised by families. 

Neighbourhoods councillor Ian Jones 
said: “The police have breach-of-the-peace 
powers but the council will take appropriate 
action where necessary. Everyone needs to 
be able to get on with each other, and not 
suffer unacceptable noise.” 

The council recorded the number of com¬ 
plaints and the number about domestic 
noise but did not have a breakdown of prob¬ 
lems with businesses, alarms, loudspeakers 
or people disrupted by construction sites, 
nor how many calls were made by neigh¬ 
bours kept awake by late-night revellers.

Stripped clean - house

NOW you see it, now you don’t. A 
carpet of thick ivy has finally been 
cleared from an eyesore home 
after a huge clean-up operation. 

Ivy once enveloped the house, in Old Hill, 
Cradley Heath, slowly creeping over 
windows, walls and eventually the roof. 

It covered every crevice of the building to 
the frustration of neighbours who been con¬ 
fronted by the sight for years. 

An incredible two tons of foliage was cut 
from the house which is now under new 
ownership after being bought at auction. 

The new owner, who did not want to be 
named, wants to renovate the house to turn 
it back into a family home. He employed 
specialist company Shirley Ivy Stripping, 
from Solihull, to remove the ivy. 

Workers spent a week transforming the 
view in painstakingly set about their task. 

First, the ivy was cut down carefully piece 
by piece to ensure the structure of the build¬ 
ing was not affected. This took around three 
days. The ivy was loaded onto a lorry to be 
transported to a special depot to be disposed 
off after it was weighed. 

Workers then worked over the next four 
days cleaning traces of the ivy from brick¬ 
work and roof tiles. 

Company boss David Sidwell said: “We’ve 
never had a job of this scale before but now 
the house can breathe once more. 

“The longer the ivy is established, the 
more difficult it can be to remove so we had 
to be careful as we went along. 

“I think the neighbours will be even more 
pleased than the owner as it seems to have 
been an eyesore for them.”

Cigarette theory as 
blaze strikes again 


A DISCARDED cigarette is be¬ 
lieved to have started a fire at a 
house in Tividale for the second 
time this month. 

Flames gutted the living room of the two- 
storey property and there was smoke 
damage elsewhere. After a smoke alarm 
went off, one woman in her 40s got out of the 
house before the emergency services 
arrived. 

The blaze this week follows another one 
at the property in Mary Road when the 
woman had fallen asleep while smoking. 

Doris Brown, aged 87, who lives next door, 
returned home from a day trip and was 
shocked to find people gathered around the 


front of the house. She said: “At first I 
thought ‘Oh no, not again’. You could see all 
the smoke damage at the front of the house 
and I went to speak to a fireman who told me 
what had happened. 

“It happened in the same place as last 
time - the back bedroom. I should imagine 
it’s done a lot of damage.” 

The woman inside the house was treated 
by paramedics and taken to Russell’s Hall 
Hospital, Dudley. Another resident, a man, 
was not in at the time. 

The fire service was called at 6.20pm. 

Firefighter Tom Baylis said the cause of 
the fire was being investigated but added it 
is was likely to be a result of a discarded cig¬ 
arette.

IT WOULD have taken just 
two words from Rhys to set 
me off. They would have 
been spoken by his character 
Murray - the ineffectual 
manager in hit comedy 
Flight of the Conchords - 
and they would, of course, 
have been “band meeting”.

He didn’t say them, but 
he didn’t need to. His show 
was a riot from start to 
finish. 

His language was clever 
and his timing spot-on, but 
his physical energy too 
beguiled his near sell-out 
audience. Whether he was 
imitating a horse doing dres¬ 
sage, living out the social 
quagmire of shaking hands 
or taking a sideways glance 
at hot-air driers he kept 
everyone in stitches. 

He used mime, sound 
effects and simple silly hum¬ 
our, happily removed from 
the more menacing acts of 
his comedy peers. No one 
suffered a sense of dread 
wondering who was going to 
be picked out. It was good 
clean fun enjoyed by varying 
age groups who gave Rhys 
the deafening applause he 
deserved.

Madonna, Birmingham NIA 

ONLY a few hits were performed, the tickets 
were eye-wateringly expensive, she kept the 
audience waiting until 9.45pm and shocked 
some with her gory and grotesque imagery. 

Yet, Madonna’s first concert at a near-full arena - her 
only England date outside London - was a triumph. Star 
quality and the power of her personality shone through the 
spectacular MDNA show that ran until just gone 11.30pm. 

Those expecting a greatest hits package may have been 
disappointed as it drew heavily on the pounding dance 
music of her recent MDNA album. 

When hits were performed it was sometimes in radically 
new forms. Like A Virgin became a sultry slow-burning 
ballad, while a twist on Open Your Heart featured the per¬ 
cussion and harmonies of Basque musicians Kalakan Trio. 

But the 53-year-old superstar did deliver a fantastic 
Vogue, complete with fashion parade, and a big finale of 
Like A Prayer and Celebration - hits from 20 years apart. 

Madonna is still vibrant, infuriating, exciting and knows 
how to put on a damn good show and this was high energy. 
Dancers included her 11-year-old son Rocco Ritchie. 

Girl Gone Wild set the 
pace but matters turned 
darker with Revolver and 
Gang Bang, with a gun- 
toting catsuit-wearing Mad¬ 
onna assassinating her dan¬ 
cers with Tarantino-like 
splashes of gore exploding 
over the huge video wall. 

I Don’t Give A featured an 
on-screen Nicki Minaj rap 
before - dressed as a baton- 
twirling 1940s drum major¬ 
ette complete with marching 
band - Madonna lightened 
the mood with Express Your¬ 
self. Next came Give Me All 
Your Luvin’ then a rousing 
Turn Up The Radio. 

The ballad Masterpiece 
was followed by the kinky 
stuff, shedding her clothes 
for Erotic Candy Shop and 
Human Nature. Down to her 
underwear, Like A Virgin 
Madonna on stage during saw her manhandled by a 
her MDNA Tour at The NIA dancer.

Pick of the Week 


Toby returns on the 
right side of the law 


T oby Stephens is not best 
known for his comic skills, 
though there were some 
unintentionally funny sneers from 
him when he played the villain in 
007 epic Die Another Day 10 years 
ago. However, he clearly had a 
great time when he was cast in 
comedy drama Vexed (Wednesday, 
BBC2, 9pm) in 2009. 

If you missed that first run when it 
aired a year later, it centred on Jack 
Armstrong and Kate Bishop, 
detectives who were completely 
mismatched. The former was one of 
the worst private eyes of all time, 
while the latter tried to do a good 
job, but kept getting dragged down 
by Jack. 

Now series one actress Lucy 
Punch has moved on to other 
projects, for the first of a six-part 
series, Jack is teamed with new 
partner Georgina Dixon (Miranda 
Raison). She’s an ambitious officer 
who has been promoted to detective 
inspector and has no reservations 
about expressing her disdain for 
Jack’s sloppy approach to crime¬ 
solving. 


Naturally the duo have to put aside 
their differences when they 
investigate the strange death of an 
egocentric car salesman. Stephens 
loved making the first series, not 
least because it gave him a rare 
chance to do comedy on TV instead 
of the dramatic roles he was known 
for. “It was kind of like having a 
vacation for me,” he remarked at the 
time. It helped that his character was 
such a bumbling detective instead of 
a shrewd villain hell bent on world 
domination. “I just had to turn up 
every day and have fun,” he smiles. 

As any theatre luwie will tell you, 
Toby is the son of acclaimed actors 
Robert Stephens and Maggie Smith. 
So, partly because of genetics and 
partly through seeing a lot of theatre 
when he was young, it was 
inevitable he would start treading the 
boards. He made his film debut 20 
years ago in Tilda Swinton movie 
Orlando, and impressed many with 
TV hit The Camomile Lawn. Roles in 
a film version of Twelfth Night and 
Space Cowboys (in which he played 
a younger version of director/star 
Clint Eastwood) kept the wolf from 


the door, but it was his turn as 
egomaniacal Gustav Graves in Die 
Another Day that could have 
changed his life forever. 

It didn’t hurt that Pierce Brosnan’s 
final 007 epic made millions at the 
box office and put Stephens on the 
map of many Hollywood casting 
agents who may have been 
indifferent to his earlier work. 
However, given the choice 
between spending days and 
maybe months in LA waiting for 
the phone to ring, and then playing 
generic villains in assorted epics, 
or working on lower paid theatre/ 
TV work, he chose the latter. “Once 
you’ve done a villain, that’s all you 
end up doing,” he remarked. You 
can see his point. 

Charming, good looking and most 
of all British, he ticks all the boxes 
for any uninspired Tinseltown 
director looking for the next 
antagonist for their blockbuster. 

Jack Armstrong may spend a lot of 
time vexed about his work, but his 
real life alter ego could hold a 
masterclass in tickling ribs, as this 
first episode proves.

Considering Selling 
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innocent blooms that conceal deadly secret 


As schools break up for summer and 
the children venture into the garden, 
keep a watchful eye on the poison¬ 
ous plants they may be mixing with, 

Hannah Stephenson reports

with large and very painful blisters - a severe skin irritant in bright sunlight 


SCHOOL’S out for summer - 
and despite the wet weather, 
many children will be enjoy¬ 
ing the freedom and fresh air 
that the garden offers. 

You may have already considered 
pond safety for toddlers and the need 
to put potentially lethal garden tools 
out of reach, but curious children may 
also put flowers or leaves into their 
mouths which are poisonous, while 
uninformed gardeners may brush 
against something which sets off an 
allergic reaction. 

Many plants give off their own 
warning signs. Some have an unpleas¬ 
ant taste which reduces the likelihood 
of a dangerous quantity being eaten, 
while others just do not look edible. 

Of course there are the usual sus¬ 
pects to watch out for including 
monkshood (also known as aconitum), 
which is extremely toxic. 

Irritant 

Often planted under trees or spring- 
flowering shrubs at the back of a 
border, bearing tall spikes of helmeted 
flowers in blues and purples in the 
summer, all parts of the plant are poi¬ 
sonous and a skin irritant, causing 
burning of the lips and mouth, intense 
vomiting, diarrhoea and spasms. 

Historically, monkshood was used by 
people to commit suicide by eating the 
leaves. Hunters in the Amazon rainfor¬ 
est also poisoned the tips of their 
arrows with it to kill animals. 

Many of us have laurel in our 
gardens - it belongs to the family that 
includes apple, cherry, plum and 
almond. But be warned that when you 


chop your laurel hedge the sap gives off 
an unbelievably soporific effect and 
you may fall asleep. 

Some people may suffer an allergic 
reaction from the sap of some plants, 
such as rue (Ruta), a low-growing plant 
with yellow flowers. 

Blistering 

Its herbal uses may become insignif¬ 
icant if you get sap on your skin, which 
in sunlight can cause a blistering reac¬ 
tion which can last for weeks. 

Anyone who has been to the famous 


Poison Garden at Alnwick Castle and 
Gardens in Northumberland will have 
recognised some pretty common 
garden stalwarts there. 

Hemlock, aquilegia, autumn crocus 
(colchicum autumnale), laburnum and 
hellebores are all common plants you 
might find in your garden or in a 
hedgerow, and all have different levels 
of toxicity. 

The amount you would have to 
ingest to do real damage varies from 
plant to plant.

Sparkling 
line-up to 
celebrate 
the jubilee 


THE Queen’s Diamond Jubilee has been the 
big news and cause for celebrations through¬ 
out the country this summer. 

And there was extra cause to mark Her Majesty’s reign 
among workers at Land Rover’s Solihull factory, who have 
been supplying vehicles to the Royal Family for almost all of 
those 60 glorious years. 

Some of these formed part of a special exhibition at the 
Motor Heritage Centre at Gaydon, Warwickshire, to mark 
the jubilee - and were later brought out for fortunate 
members of the press to drive. 

I tried a classic 1995 long wheelbase Range Rover, which 
bore no special markings because it was the private trans¬ 
port of the late Queen Mother. Its extra eight inches of 
wheelbase over the standard model was devoted to extra 
legroom in the rear, and it came with running boards acting 
as steps either side, as well as the ability to lower its air sus¬ 
pension to make getting in and out easier (now a standard 
feature). 

Expert 

I took it around the museum’s grounds in the chauffeur’s 
position, as well as trying out the rear seats with a Land 
Rover expert at the controls. 

One of the oldest vehicles in display was a 1954 Series 1 
Land Rover modified by the company’s special vehicle oper¬ 
ations team. The body had a open-topped rear platform, 
with glass on three sides and opulent leather seating, to be 
used on state occasions so that the British people could get 
a good look (to save nothing of a wave) from their Queen. 

It was one of the vehicles which she and Prince Philip 
took with them on a six-month Commonwealth tour after 
the Coronation. 

Also among the collection was a 1983 Land Rover 110 
station wagon, one of the first long-wheelbase models, 
which was the Queen’s personal transport at Sandringham 
and Balmoral for 18 years before she gave it to the Heritage 
Motor Centre and took delivery of a new model. 

Visitors to the exhibition also saw a 1958 Series II Land 
Rover, a Vanden Plas Princess limousine and the Queen’s 
own 1971 Rover saloon.
